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A STONE STATUE OF KWANYIN 


There is no deity in the Buddhist pantheon better known 
to occidental people than Kwanyin. We are familiar with it 
under various names. The Japanese, for instance, call it 
Kwannon, and in India it is known as Avalokités’vara. In 
the latter country, which is the original source of Buddhism, 
this deity is represented as a youth approaching manhood; but 
when the Buddhist priests found their way to China they dis- 
covered there a local female deity named Kwanyin. The sim- 
ilarity in the attributes of these two deities led the priests to 
adopt Kwanyin as an incarnation of Avalokités’ vara, although 
they retained the Chinese name. Thus this god is represented 
with the feminine characteristics of the Chinese goddess and 
often with the budding mustache of its Indian prototype. The 
attempt of a sculptor to blend the attributes of a graceful, 
feminine Chinese goddess and the youthful, vigorous Indian 
god has produced the statue which is illustrated here. 

This little stone figure, the gift of a generous patron of the 
Museum, although but 36 inches high, reminds us of the large 
statue of Kwanyin lately acquired by the Museum of Fine Arts, 
Boston. Bejewelled and otherwise adorned, it stands for the 
finest phase of Buddhist art, that golden age which began with 
the seventh century a. p., and for a short time sounded the 
dominant note of Buddhist art in the Eastern world. 

It has been said that the Chinese have no sculpture; that it 
is more like carving than anything we know by the higher name. 
Is there anything wanting in the dignity of this figure, in the 
grandeur of conception, in the sculptural effect, in the propor- 
tion, or in the adornments which so closely resemble the real? 
Here we have something concrete, and not merely a strange 
expression of foreign religious thought. We readily associate 
tenderness, compassion and mercy with this beautiful god. 

Rather than lamenting the left hand which is gone, let us 
look at the softness of the brow where the hair is artfully caught 
back under the headpiece, at the fulness of the cheek and neck, 
and the gracefully draped ropes of jewels. Is it not beautiful! 
Not yet have the folds of the drapery become entirely differ- 
entiated from the body, as is the case a little later, in the tenth 
century; but there is a graceful emphasis to the curves, and the 
poise of the body within its draperies is splendid! M.

My dear Judge Sanders: 

It is my pleasure to inform you that Dr. Allen in his will left 
the sum of $150,000 to the Cleveland Museum of Art. This sum 
is to be used for the purchase of Works of Art and is to be known 
as the Dudley P. Allen Fund. 

“Tt is to be held in trust by the Cleveland Trust Co., the income 
to be paid annually to the Museum for a period of one hundred 
years, and as long thereafter as the institution shall efficiently and 
worthily carry out the purpose of its organization in the opinion of 
the Board of Directors of the Cleveland Trust Co., whose judg- 
ment with respect thereto shall be conclusive.” 

This fund has to-day, September 24th, been deposited in trust 
with the Cleveland Trust Co., for the Cleveland Museum of Art. 

I need not tell you how deep and sincere was Dr. Allen’s interest 
in the development of the Cleveland Museum of Art, and I hope 
that this gift may be an evidence of his interest through all the years 
to come.

The establishment of this fund is but another evidence of 
Dr. Allen’s keen interest in the Museum and his appreciation 
of the need of funds to be used in building up the collections. 
Because he understood Museum conditions well, he wisely 
placed no hampering restrictions upon his bequest. It will 
undoubtedly be the wish of the Trustees to use the income of 
the Allen fund, in so far as it is expedient, for the purchase of 
such works of decorative art as are likely to be of special value 
to the industries and craftsmen of Cleveland—a field in which 
Dr. Allen had hoped to see the Museum develop as rapidly 
as conditions permitted. 


THE OPENING OF THE MUSEUM 


This issue of the Bulletin has been delayed in the expectation 
that early in November the date for the opening of the Inaug- 
ural Exhibition could be announced. Delays in the comple- 
tion of the building continue, however, and it is now probable 
that the installation work cannot begin before January. This 
will mean deferring the opening of the building, and announce- 
ment of the date must await another issue of the Bu/letin. 

A liberal fund has been subscribed by the Trustees and 
Councillors to provide adequately for the necessary expenses 
of a most impressive Inaugural Exhibition, for which definite 
plans are already under way. Several of the most important 
collectors in America have offered to lend treasured works of 
art for the Inaugural; and the preparations for the exhibition, 
and for the installation of the John Huntington collection and 
other objects already in possession of the Museum, are going 
forward actively. 

The careful organization of the staff, and the complete facil- 
ities provided in the building for the efficient handling of art 
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objects, makes it possible to secure important loans which could 
not properly be asked for under less fortunate conditions. 

The plan and equipment of the building provide many 
unique features likely to be of special interest to the general 
public as well as to Museum authorities. For the benefit of 
those interested it is hoped to issue, upon completion of the 
building, an illustrated special bulletin fully describing the 
building and its equipment. 


EDUCATIONAL WORK 


Mrs. Gibson is using the time prior to the opening of the 
building to good advantage in studying the library and school 
organizations and in developing plans for active codperation. 
She has visited several of the branch libraries, has become ac- 
quainted with the clubs centering in each, and frequently talked 
to the clubs about the desire of the Museum to codperate with 
and assist them. This is likely to result in pleasant relations 
later when the Museum opens. Meanwhile, a small collection 
of Babylonian and Assyrian tablets has been prepared for ex- 
hibit in the branch libraries, where Mrs. Gibson offers to talk 
about these countries, with the exhibit of tablets and lantern- 
slides for illustration. Similar exhibits of suitable material from 
the Egyptian and lace collections will follow, so that the pre- 
liminary work will be preparing the way for the richer opportu- 
nities to be offered when the new building is ready. 

Similar visits have also been paid to public schools, with Miss 
Fliedner, the Supervisor of Art. Superintendent Frederick is 
prepared to codperate heartily in a constructive plan to use the 
Museum as a definite part of the school routine, thus assuring 
the success of the proposed work with public school children. 
To inaugurate these activities a Children’s Bulletin has been 
issued for distribution among the schools. This will be fol- 
lowed from time to time by other Bu/letins with more positive 
messages, as definite plans for active codperation are developed. 

A careful analysis of the local educational and industrial situa- 
tion is being made; so that by the time the Museum opens, 
its staff may know how the people of Cleveland can best be 
served, and which groups are to be benefited by the earliest 
special opportunities.

ASSYRIAN TABLETS 


The Museum has placed in the Woodland Branch Library 
a collection of Babylonian and Assyrian tablets dating from 


2800 B. Cc. to §25 B. c., which 


will later go to other Branch 
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Libraries. These tablets represent temple records and contracts, 
receipts for materials delivered, messenger tablets, one letter 
and a votive cone in clay. There is also a stone cylinder seal 
engraved with figures of heroes of the Gilgamish epic, which 
was used by an early Babylonian scribe for sealing the clay 
tablets written by him 
and was placed in his 
grave at his death. Such 
cylinders are rare and 
difficult to obtain. 

The letter here illus- 
trated was sealed by the 
scribe who wrote it, on 
the ends of both the let- 
ter and envelope, by roll- 
ing over it the stone 
cylinder which consti- 
tuted his signature. It 
was fashioned by hand 
from a bit of wet clay, 
and the message was 
stamped with a stylus 
which made a wedge- 
shapedimpression. Each 
combination of wedges 
formed a syllable, the 
Babylonians and Assyr- 
ians not having de- 
veloped an alphabet 
proper. After the letter 
was written, the bit of 
clay was burned, then a 
coating of wet clay was Actual size 
wrapped about to form 
a protecting envelope, on which the message, or a summary 
thereof, was written a second time, when it was burned again. 
In the tablet illustrated, part of the envelope is broken away 
to show the letter. This rare tablet comes from the first dynasty 
and probably dates before 2400 B.c. Tablets from this dynasty 
are rare and of unusual value. gE. G.G.
